8. Reproduction materials for all saps di ioh are oontained in SIS 
and <1 AIT IS publications and Which have been handled by t>/Ha and its pre- 
deoessore are being included for storage in accordance with a policy 
established by the Chief, d/HIS. D/Ha concurs in this policy. 


5. the problem involved in the storage of reproduction materials 
is set forth in the mnsorarsfcsa from the Chief, Cartography Branch to 
the Chief, Map Division, dated 19 May I960, a copy of which is attached. 
In this meraerandun several alternative methods are discussed In consider* 
able detail. %ihen this memorandum was prepared, o/Ma felt that alterna- 
tive S.g. wae most practicable. Technicians In the (JPG-state Service 
Office have reservations regarding the adequacy of this method. The 
copy of this JTs«orandm is being forwarded for the information of the 
Committee. 


4. It is recognised that storage requirements for nape require 
considerable floor space. It is entirely possible tlvat the collection 
of seleoted foreign published naps and the record files of maps produced 
by ly^fa oould be stored at the Army Map nervioe repository in the Midwest. 
In this connection, 1 m Inclosing a copy of a tsemoramh® frets the Chief, 
Procurement and Reference Branch to the Chief, Map Division, dated 19 May 
1950, in which he suggests a plan which might be put into effect through 
the cooperation of QG© and 00. This copy is also being forwarded for the 
information and possible consideration of the Committee. 

5. The staff of D/lfe has spent considerable time and effort trying 
to determine the real meaning of "Vital Docunente” . In the reference 
memorandum It was eta ted "Documents to be stored suet be justifiable as 
vital in the eease that you would require them to reactivate your office 
in event of destruction of your regular files." The staff was also 
influenced by 'Hie experience In Tiashlngton in toe field of maps end nap 
intelligent]* at the beginning of ?/orld ?<ar II when practically no infor- 
mation of this Character was available on foreign areas. The several 
series included In the attached requests relate almost exclusively to 
'unique mate rial and unique assembly of information far conducting spe- 
cific operations.
